If  you  are  really  seriously  ovenveight,  they  say  that 
the  only  safe  wa^^  to  reduce  is  to  do  it  with  the  advice 
of  your  doctor. 

But  there  are  lots  of  things  a  person  could  take  .  . 
YJhat  do  you  mean  ,  .  could  take? 

Reducing  salts,  for  one  thing.    And  isn't  there  some 
kind  of  a  thyroid  medicine  .  , 

All  right,  let's  take  them,  one  at  a  time.  According 
to  the  doctors  in  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration, 
reducing  salts  are  really  nothing  but  laxatives. 

Laxatives  i 

That's  right  .  .  nothing  but  laxatives. 

But  don't  they  make  you  lose  weight,  even  if  they  .  . 
V'Jhy  I  know  people  t^io  have  lost  weight  that  way. 

It's  liard  to  tell  whether  it  was  because  they  took 
the  reducing  salts,  tliough,  J!rs.  1'fl.les,

Hot/  do  you  mean? 

People  who  took  those  so-called  reducing  salts 
probably  vj-atched  their  diets  pretty  closely  .  .  at 
the  sane  time  they  v; ore  taking  the  salts. 

But  is  there  anything  vrrong  r/ith  taking  salts  to  reduce? 

Only  this  .  .  if  you  take  too  much,  or  too  strong  a 
dose,  it  may  do  you  more  harm  than  good.    You  see,  the 
salts  make  your  body  lose  a  lot  of  ?;ater,  not  fat  .  , 
and  just  as  soon  as  you  take  in  more  water  .  .  3/our 
Txeight  goes  right  up  again.    And  you  may  damage  the 
intestines  seriously  by  using  these  strong  salts. 

I  guess  I  v/on't  try  to  lose  any  of  my  v/oight  by  using 
reducing  salts.    But  vrhat  about  the  thyroid  I  mentioned? 

If  you  are  fat  because  your  thyroid  gland  isn't  working 
right  .   .  your  doctor  is  the  person  to  tell  you  about 
it,  and  he  is  the  only  person  who  should  let  you  use 
thyroid  extracts  for  losing  v/eight. 

Is  it  dangerous  to  use  then? 

Here  again  the  doctors  in  the  Food  and  Drug  Administratio 
have  the  answer.    They  say  such  thyroid  extracts  are 
dangerous,  if  they  are  not  used  according  to  a  physician' 
advice . 
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Your  advice  then  is  to  see  your  doctor  before  you 
use  any  of  those  reducing  things? 

Absolutely. 

I  have  one  more  question  about  reducing  preparations  . 
Yes? 

I've  seen  special  foods  advertised  that  vrLll  help  you 
lose  TToight. 

You  mean  food  concentrates  and  powders? 
Yes.    Are  they  all  right  to  use? 

Likely  as  not  they  vron't  help  you  a  bit.    That  is, 
unless  you  folloT;  a  special  diet  right  along  rdth 
the  concentrates. 

Then  the  only  intelligent  thing  for  me  to  do  is  to 
see  ray  doctor  .  , 

Unhunh,  if  you  are  very  much  overvjieght .    You  see, 
this  business  of  gaining  vreight,  or  losing  vreight,  is 
pretty  much  determined  by  vrhat  kind  of  food  and  ho;": 
imich  of  it  you  eat  .  ,  in  relation  to  vrhat  your  body 
needs,  pl^fs  the  proper  exercise. 

I  suppose  that  does  make  sense,  but  I  must  say  it 
isn't  the  easiest  thing  in  the  rrorld  to  act  on. 


But  if  you  vrant  to  stay  healthy,  T/hothor  you're  trying 
to  gain  weight,  or  tr^dng  to  lose  it,  you  must  v/atch 
your  food  and  your  exerciSG. 

So  far,  then,  you  do  not  reconmend  using  any  kind  of 
laxative  salts,  or  thyroid  extracts,  or  red.ucing  drugs, 
or  various  kinds  of  food  concentrates  .  .  for  reducing. 

riot  unless  your  doctor  has  advised  you  to  do  so,  and 
you  do  it  under  his  direction. 

So  losing  a  fev;  pounds  or  putting  on  a  ferr  pounds  is 
pretty  much  a  job  of  figuring  out  the  right  kinds  and 
amounts  of  foods  to  eat  .  ,  and  making  sure  you  eat 
the  foods  that  Trill  keep  you  healthy. 

And,  don't  forget,  intelligent  exercise.    You  can  find 
out  about  diets  for  rsducing  from  almost  any  public 
health  agency,  or  hom.e  economics  teachers.
